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EIGHT HUNDRED MOSQUITO TANKS BITE GERMANS 
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Washington, 
July 
30.— Reports 
that Turkey had broken with 
Ger­ 
many though unconfirmed here to­ 
day, gave increased evidence that all 
is not well at Germany’s back dfjor. 
Authorities are inclined to doubt 
that there had been an actual split 
between the nations. 
But they ad­ 
mit that there whs

CZECHOSLOVAKS 
PENETRATE TO 
TNE BLACK SEA 


Washington, July 30.—Czechoslo­ 
vak troops have penetrated 
to 
the 
Black Sea in Southeastern Russia and 
have seized two Russian cruisers in 
the harbor of Novorostok, according 
to authoritative advice reaching here 
today. 
This word is the first indication of 
the presence of Czecho-Slovaks so far 
south in Russia. 
Opinion was held 
at headquarters of the Czechoslovak 
national council that the operations 
were those of detached Czech bands 
who were feeling their way southward 
in an attempt to get to France. 
Much importance was attached to 
the dispatch as the possibility was 
indicated that the fighters might join 
the Russians battling the Turks in 
trans-Caucasia and form a union with 
the British forces in Mesopotamia. 
A. Russian campaign with this ob­ 
jective was rapidly nearing

when the Russian* collapse came. 
Advices state that the guns of the 
cruiser were turned on the Bolsheviki 
garrison at Novorostok.

Fighting of unusual violence brought 
again on the whole Soissons-Rheims front, 
cording to battle front dispatches received 
London today.

These orders were actually carried

at once.” Nothing could better illus­ 
trate the savagery.which so constant­ 
ly characterizes the Prussian beast. 
Who are “the enemy” that are to be 
“thoroughly engaged ?” 
Are 
they 
fighting men who can fight back? Not 
a bit of it. 
They are unarmed non­ 
combatant messengers of mercy—am­ 
bulance men risking their l;ves in the 
always perilous No Man’s Land that- ancj Germany may greatly 
increase 


Pessimitic Americans vzho view with 
alarm our increasing national obliga­ 
tions may derive a great deal of com­ 
fort from a comparison of the finan­ 
cial condition of the United States 
contrasted with that of Germany. 
The total resources of the United 
Stites are estimated at about $250,- 
000,000,000; our annual earnings are 
estimated at 
about 
$50,000,000,000. 
Our national debt, including the third 
liberty loan, may be put around $12,- 
000,000,000. 
Before the war our 
Government 
was spending about $1,000,000,000 a 
year. When the war is ended, interest 
charges, less the 
interest 
collected 
froai our loans to our allies, Gov­ 
ernment insurance expenses, and oth­ 
er necessary 
expenditures 
growing 
out of the war may conservatively be 
estimated at something like $1,000,- 
000,000. 
We are confronted, 
there­ 
fore, when peace conies, with raising 
only a couple of billions a year reve­ 
nue, a slight task for a 
Nation 
of 
such tremendous "wealth, capacity, and 
resources. 
The resources of Germany before 
the war were estimated at $80,000,000 
The 
annual 
expenditures 
then 
of 
the Imperial Government were about 
$800,000,000. 
Her debt now is $30,- 
000,000,000 anti her resources and 
manpower have been 
severely 
im­ 
paired. After the war she is confront­ 
ed with additional expenditures grow­ 
ing out of the war totalling some 
$4,000,000,000. 
The interest of her debt, even if 
the debt grows no larger, will be about 
1,500,000,000. Although she is 
nig­ 
gardly in her pensions to private sol­ 
diers and their families, $1,000,000,- 
000 a year would hardly sufficeto pay 
even small pensions to her 
injured 
and the families of her soldiers who 
have been. killed.

fund of 5 per cent would add $1,500,-

Quite

extraordinary situation 
was precipitated in a small Iowa com­ 
munity recently through the refusal of 
a prosperous family of “conscientious 
objectors’’ to contribute aid 
in 'any 
form to the prosecution of the 
war. 
The family, consisting of eight mem­ 
bers, is a prominent one ^engaged in 
agriculture, and aroused indignation 
by its steadfast 
refusal to purchase 
Liberty Bonds or subscribe, to the Red 
Cross after repeated approaches. 
As an outgrowth of 
this attitude, 
a monument, perhaps 
one 
of 
the 
strangest that has ever been erected 
in America, was raised iii the heart 
of the business district of the 
town. 
It was about eight feet in height and 
painted yellow, 6n each of its four 
sides. Beneath the inscription, “Dedi­ 
cated to C—— County Slackers,” ap­ 
peared the names of each of the eight 
members of the ostracized family. 
Through the service of an attorney, 
the family eventually 
re-established 
diplomatic relations. Its Liberty Bomi 
quota, which amounted to $1100 was 
met by a donation 
of corresponding 
size to the Red Cross. 
When 
the 
family further agreed to erect a nine­ 
ty foot flagpole in tile place occupied 
by* the slacker monument, the towns­ 
people, 
assembled at a meeting, or­ 
dered the shaft burned.
